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BACKGROUND OF WAR 



• Close fo the cradle of humanity 
itself and around the birthplace ot 
Chrtstianitf a tragic coaHiet has been 
raging among people of ancient and 
yenerated traditions* To help in an 



understarnitng of recent and future 
dereiopments, here are brief background 
notes on the nations inytUved when 
fighHng Ixgan between Israel and the 
great but shaky Arab alliance. 



EGYPT 

(United Arab Republic) 

EGYPT, dit: of one of the greatest 
of ancient cultureSj is Israel's 
strongest and, second periiaps to the 
Syrian regime, its bitterest *idveT:?ary. 

Civilisation in the Nik Valley ^es back 
thoiirands of yeara beforu Christ. Tfte feftile 
valJey .mJTerqd successive waves of invasion 
fmm Africa :tad As'iai^ and dynasttcs of prieHt- 
kings and gcsd-kinp in their lurti ^pr^d ihdr 
inJlueitce abroad. 

Persia rcincjufircd tbe land, th<'ti Greece^ and 
many Greeks sf:tdcd thtre, much to Egypt's 
f^dvantagc. Profoundly more dama^g wns 
the cnonque^l by Rome. 

Roman ernp*n>f3 name to regard tb* >Jilp 
Valley as thpir farm, ([> b*; iStradily drialncd of 
all ivealUi, taxed in turn tu feed Roitic, l^cd 
in moniiy so Uiat alter several centuries even 
copper coins ceased to be struck, and the propls 
were reduced to baner. 

Then the Tst&mic cy^quest began, and an 
Ai^b army ovrrthrew the Romarw in the 
seventh century AD. Moslii^m rule at trst was 
vigorou!^ aiid rcvivint;, but dcgcncnptiedr into a 
loii|f tunnoLl of fighting and plundering by rival 
armies- The Turks seiTEd pfTHcr; then, briefly, 
so did ihf? French undi^r Napoloon, who was 
oii^cd by the BriLish. 

Turkisli inllueucc remained swctng^ hut in 
ISB2 a British CKpeditionaTy force sent in 
to qurll an EgypTian rnilitary revolt, and it re- 
mained as an army of pcoifialior^ until 

A Briush Frciiectoraiir over Egypt was dr- 
rlared durmg World War 1, and later <l king- 
dom \^aj set up. 

Patriotir Egyptian continued to strive for 
■he natiun^i isdependmcCp and in 1952 the 
corrupt and corpulent Facouk was forced to 
abdicate the throne in favor of liiis infant Son. 
A year la.lL^r Ej^ypt wns declared a repuhiicr 
^^nd soon aflcrHard ihc gr^atc^l of 11? mndrrn 
le^iders. Colonel Gainal Abdel Nasser^ took 
uHEce as Fresidest after an election at which 
voting was compulsory and he was the only 
cjsndidate. 

Nasser proved for a long time ta bt! a 
vi|5^nrntis and effective leader. He had the 
dreain of uniting the Ar;>b worlds and iiis 
great cfii triumph was in ISSfi when a union 
of Eg>-pt and Syria was proctaimed by plebi^- 
cittv and the United Arab Republic was Ixim. 

Syria ^cdcd IciiiA lhan four year^ later, but 
E^pt proudly kept die title of tlw Uj\.R. 
Tht Arab Slates liavr never really succeeded 
hi unidng — in fact, a id^blc Egyptian Artny 
Is ^lill lighting ia the Yemen Republic lo put 
down a rayahiil rcvatt 

lb help his country *s revivaT^ Najsser haj 
flirted with all the great powers, but has tunied 
more and more to Ruii&ia^ gi™g Moscow now 
a very itrvitg iuBuenee ill I he Middle Eajrt. 
The Russiann reamied the Egyptian forces, and 
hav^j brougbl near completion on the Nife one 
of the greatest cnigineering projecLi liic wnrld 
huA seen. 

1hi% \s the liigh A^wan I>adi in Upper 
Egypt. Russia supplied the engiaeeri and part 
of the finance for it, and whm it h completed 
the lacred Nile will truly luive been tamed 
and harnessed lo add somelHin^ like ofte- third 
to Egypt's total agricultural produrtion. 

Mean while, the United Arab Republic, with 
hs ambitioiui, dreams, and hatreds, is carried, 
as aJwavfi, on tbe alioulders of the uncharging, 
sad'faced lelkheen {ftlUih mean^ "ptowgh- 
man^Jn the tougli^ illiterate iiihcfild-rs of a 
grciit civiHsdtion and survivors of man^ con- 
quritjr. 

POPULATION: About 27,000,000. 
ARMED FORCES: 190,000 regrdar troops 
and 1^0,nfXl tcscrvc*. 



SYRIA 

THIS was one of the Arab coimtries 
remaveti frain Turkish rule by the 
Bridith in World War I — the Australian 
light Htirac helped to break the Turkish 
redstancc outside Damascus. 

For a lunff lime it was under Freneb prn- 
tection and influence. It is a RcpubUe, with a 
strongly Leftist Governments 

POPUJLATION: About 6,000.000. 
ARMED raRCESi 45,0tK), plus rcserviatj. 

JORDAN 

JORD.AN includes the eastern part of 
Pal ratine that remained to the Arafia in 
\9i9 after the new State of Israel had defeated 
their attacks. It is a kinj^om^ formerly under 
strong British influence. 

An Englishman, known aj Gfub Pasha, 
trained the small but efficient Army. 

Jordan has been wary of Egyptian amhitintu 
and there was friction between Kin^ Hu.sseio 
and Colcjnel Nasser untd a short-lived aUianee 
was forniod early in the current emergency. 

POPULATION: 2,000,000. 

ARMED FORCES: 36,000, plus resefvt*. 

IRAQ 

'pHlS was the centre of the ancient Baby- 
loiiian Empire^ 

After the Turkish Amry was thmwu out in 
World War I, Iraq was an Arab kingdom until 
a group of oftlccn set up a republic nine years 
ago. The provisional rcsnstitiition declares the 
nation lo be ^Arab, T^lamtc^ independent, and 
sm'crcigTi,^' hailed on democracy and sciciaHsm^ 
and atining to complete Arab imity. 

Rich in soil and oil, it is potendaUy very 
wealthy indeed. 

POPULATION: 9,000,000. 

ARMED FORCES; 70,000 troops. 

LEBANON 

^^yMEN the Turkish Empire wsi erui&hifd in 
World War I and carved into self- 
governing States, these came into British 
and French apherea of infiuence. The Rritish 
w;t up kingdoms, the Ererit h set up republiV^^, 
and one of thcie republics is Lebanon. 

Lebanese dtii-s are so phisti rifled, wiih an 
iiriHcirlike mixed Arabic-speaking population of 
trsderj who iniLiludc many Christians, In the 
moLkntaiDs — which are under mow in winter 
—are proud, indtependent Druse tribesmen.

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ISRAEL 

TINY Ismd, the Land o| Canaan, 
Land of Zion^ Judca^ It was 
\^rioujJy called ini the Old Testament, has 
bctn a sti*ciiuously contisted region lot 
most of its history. Only parts of it aie 
fejtDe. Yet it cradled the inspiring Hebrevr 
religion and its great ofTshoot, Christianity. 

In eKtrenieiy ancient times Egyptian kings 
led dicir forces across the hoi, stony Sinai 
Feninsula and ctrnquercd the locat tribes. 
Caniianitejs:, ITlcdtes, Philiftineft, and Hehrewi 
all fought to settle, 

Tf> this "prt^mtsed land" Mojtes ted hit people 
out of Egyptian bond^ige routed about IJOO 
ycara before Christ wa& bom. Tke Hehr«wi 
established their succesilve kingdoms (of Saul, 
David, Solomon, and the rcftt) asd fou^t die 
desert tribes, and at various times wtrc over- 
whehned Isy the neighboring empires of 
Assyria, BabyLcmia, and Egypt. 

About 600 years before Christ, a brge jmrt 
nf the popuktfon was deported to Babylon. 

Back in Jerusalem, thrilling with national 
and religious seal, the Jews rose ia revolt ia 
the year ItjS HC against Egyptian rule, and 
eventually won their freedom, hul they loiit H 
lo the Roman legiom lOt! years later. 

At times Ihcy rose against these overtinds, 
too — m one gnat battle an entire Jewkli 
anny, togclber wilb dicir famitics, cnnmtittcd 
suicide rather lhao surrender. 

The Roiiiam destroyed Jerusalem arttl cx^^ 
pelled most of the Jews in AD 135— this benmie 
known as the Dispersioo — and the scattered 
people said with i^oewed fervor their ancimt 
prayers^ *^lf J far get (Ajfe, O /r nua/eiti* ki my 
ri^iif /raft J forget her running/^ 

Out of Arabia suddenly. In the jBevenih 
century aflffr Christy the nclmilar of Islatn 
swept through the region and it came under 
Moslem rule, to be disputed in iucceedinf 
ceiiturica bclween Arabs, Turks, and Tartai^ — 
and invading Christian Crusaders. 

A few lonely^ 3tubl>orn jewi huJig on in 
Jerusalem, and their numhen writ increased 
by refugees from the pogroms of Russia ttud 
Pohmd, remming to the laod of their anceslori. 
The world Zionist movement was formed, and 
with money rontributed .ihroad tlie iirg* 
pioneers bought Isuid from the Turks and 
formed coUeetives to farm the semi-arid land 
and drejun ajiew of reviving the Jewish State. 

World War 1 developed, and toward its end 
the Turks and Germans were defeated on lite 
plain of Arma(f*iddnn. But Palestine** desstiBj 
rrmitined in doubt. 

Britain, at dilfereni timrs, had promiied 
it to both Arabi and Jews; it ruled die 
country under a League of Nations niKUtatei 
under incre^ing pressure frotn the local Jew> 
supported by the ZiuuLst iiiovcmeot and the 
sympathy fell everywhere for the indescribable 
Jewish ordeal ttnder Hider's men. 

Two years after the war the United NilMffli 
parlitjoned the Land between Jews and Artb^ 
The State of Israel vt-as prodaimed — *pd 
burst into flame: Arabs eiuirced Israelii wilh 
seizing Arab ^ands; armies ^KYP^ ™ 

other Arab States; marched iolq I»'acl, and 
were heavdy and decLsiveiy defeated by ihc 
small new rtation (though Jordan clung to the 
Jerusalem Old City),. 

The defeat was mainly decisive, but it left 
along the borders a mnnmg sore of ^'^"g^J™^ 
and anger. iXifing that brief war 750,000 of 
the Palejitinian Arabs fled from their viKajfW 
and farms and remained in refuiiee cam pi 
across the border, waiting to return. And the 
Arab States all refused to recognise faraefj 
very existence.

For the better ndiiiinistrdfion of justice, 
Arihnr divided Tasmania into polict dis- 
tricts, with a itipcndiary magistrate for each;

Father Gibncy was on a visit to the rastem 
colonies to raise funds for a Weal em Aus- 
tralian orphanage. While in \^icloria in 
188(1, he happened to be near Glen rowan 
when the gang of bushrangers under Npd 
Kelly seised thai township and were 
ntrarkod by a larj^e force of police: from 
Melbourne. The priest endeavored to go 
to the besiegtd hotel to rr> to induce the 
ganof lo surrender, btil this wan vetoed by 
the officer in command. ITiry eould not 
hold him back, ho^swer, when the hotel 
was seen to- be on fire and he riusbed hi tci 
adnitnistcr the last sarraments to any bush* 
ranger who might lie alive. Finding ihat all 
within tht buildinj? were dead^ he just 
rnar>aged to escape through the flames.

Gordon was 30 when h** arrived in Aus- 
tralia and he joined the South Australian 
Moimted Po!ice, Throughout his short life 
i^he died a I 37], he was always in financial 
riiftirulUoi. flespite his fame 3» a horiieman 
and :i imei^ he committed suicide. His 
ballads have a permanent place in Auj- 
tr^ltan literature and he is the otdy writer 
from ihis country commemorated in the 
Pocta" Comer of Westminfrter Abbey.

Where heavy *oils are inclined to pack 
tolidly, add well-rolled earnpojt, 
mnifttened pieatmflii, or vemtiridite to 
give a more open texture, and not only 
around the bulbs, aj this may ad 
ai a lump and trap water. T^feat an 
afea large enough to carry tile water 
away. 

Another alternative u to grow lilies 
In containers. They mceetd well in large 
poti, tubs, Of iimtlar containers, especi- 
ally if these are protected from direct 
sunlight io their aoil rcnmins cool. 
SOIL 

Lilies appreciate feeding. Apart frfim 
compact added uupravc the texture of 
the ioif( Ufe a goo<l, balanced, complete 
ferdlJier ^wlore plan ling, ami again when 
growth ii iintJcr way. 
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Where the soil Is known to be acid, 
a little lime will alio help. Half to ihree* 
quartcrt of a cup to the square yard is 
usually enough^ dug into the soil before 
planling. Complete fertiliu;is may . be 
added a^i the £iime time^ about a quarter 
cup to the square yard. 

Avoid conger i>f fertiliser coiuzentra- 
tjoni in contact with the bulb by water- 
ing well after applying, then allowing 
about a week beftirc planting — time far 
the mJltcrt^l to diffuse evenly. 

About M month af tzr planting , gWt 
another d rosing of fertiliser, uiing th* 
same amount, but thii time sprinkling it 
on the mrface. Avoid direct contact with 
arty ihooti widetit. 

Deep planting isn't necessary, and, in 
factt during wet cunditlmii can cause 
loi»ef- Fbnt eo that the base of the bulb 
is down abo%it twice its depth. In other 
wordj, if a bulb is Sin. deep, it should 
be planted with its top about Sin. below 
the surface. 

It is best to plant three or four bulbt 
aUtut Gin. apart in a cluTtip^ using a 
abort irentral stake as a marker. 

Don't let lily bulbs dry out. Plant 
them back into the soil a> soon as pos- 
sible after tifting. They are best left 
undistoritcd for several years. Replant 
nnly when clunipii are congested. 

Don^e overwater, but d&n't let the soil 
dry out conspletdy. Lf iti itoubt, ebeck a 
couple of incites helow the mrface to 
emuie that it a damp. 

frLmrd a^iosi damage from slugs and 
mails, partifvlarly wbtii the shoots art 
emrr.tjing from the soil.
